Coming Boom In 
Real Estate 


Condensed from the book of the same title by 
ROY WENZLICK 


President of Real Estate Analysts, Inc , research consult- | 
ant to the National Association of Real Estate Boards 


Booms and depressions, in real estate, are | 
far longer in duration than the rises and falls 
in general business. During the past 100 years, 
éach real estate cycle has taken from 15 to 20 
years to run its course—from the beginning of 
one boom, through the depression which follows, 
to the beginning of the next one. This cycle | 
is so long that few people are able to apply 
information learned in one cycle to the corre- 
sponding conditions in the next. For that reason, 
though conditions today point to a boom in real 
estate, the public fails to realize their import- 
ance. 

The forecasts given here are based on fig- 
ures compiled from the Civil War to the present, 
covering all the principal cities in the United 
States. They are the common sense interpre- 
tation of hundreds of charts and studies. 

Let us examine the factors which are paving 
the way for a great upswing in real estate. 

1, Business is getting better. We have just 
emerged from a period of economic distress 


unequalled in American history. Industrial ac- 
tivity fell almost twice as far below normal as 
it had in any previous depression. The amount 
of doubling up of families, to save rent, ex- 
ceeded all previous records. This doubling up 
is still rather acute, as recent surveys have 
shown. But further recovery will bring fur- 
ther decreases in both doubling up and in resi- 
dential vacancy. Complete recovery would 
cause an.expansion to separate quarters of 
doubled-up families alone almost sufficient to 
absorb the total number of vacancies still re- 
maining 

2. Delayetl marriages are taking place. In 
periods of depression and unemployment the 
marriage rate falls; in periods of prosperity it 
rises. Thus the demand for houses falls during 
depressions and increases rapidly as recovery | 
takes place. In a long and severe depression 
like the present, the cumulative effect of a mar- 
riage rate more than 50 per cent below normal 
is tremendous. It builds up a “reserve” of un- 
married persons. After the depression in the 
past, the marriage rate has exceeded normal 
by a large percentage until the “reserve” has 
disappeared, The reserve at the present time | 
is about three times as great as it has ever been 
before. The release of only a portion of this re- 
serve in the next five years would create the 
greatest housing shortage we have ever ex- 
perienced 

3. Back-to-the-city movements are replacing 
back-to-the-farm movements. A primary cause 
of the contraction of demand for urban space 
during any great depression is the back-to-the- 
farm movements which always appear at such

If I now rent, should I attempt to buy a 
home? In general, the answer must be yes. Real 
estate prices are lower now than they will be 
for many years, and the future trend indicates 
steeply increased rents. Moreover, under pres- 
ent conditions, you can buy more cheaply than 
you can build. 

On the other hand, the purchase of a home 
depends to an enormous extent upon personal 
characteristics. It is easy to give general advice, 
but difficult to give specific advice, 

You must at the outset recognize these facts: 

(a) The ownership of a home to a person 
whose job may require a transfer to another city 
may be a decided handicap. 

(b) You may, by temperament, prefer the 
relatively carefree existence of an apartment 
to the responsibilities of a yard and a furnace.

Athlete’s Foot 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
The fungus which causes athlete's foct is 
commonly found on the floors of gymnasiums, 


locker rooms, around swimming pools and in 
the tiles of public showers. The disease is 
picked up by walking through such places in 
bare, warm, moist feet. As may be suspected 
from the name, the disorder 
is most commonly found 


among those who are athletic 
and is therefore a disease 
most prevalent among young 
adults 

Certainly athlete’s foot is 
exceedingly common among 
university students and prob- 
ably three-fourths of the male 
students either have had, or 
now have, athlete’s foot. The 
reason more men are affected 
with this trouble than women is probably be- 
cause they are careless about protecting their 
feet and usually do not wear rubber bathing 
shoes. A second reason is that men usually do 
not give their feet the same care that women 
do, and this carelessness may lower the resist- 
ance of the foot to the microscopic vegetable 
parasite. 

Athlete's foot is considered highly contagious 
and the danger of one member of the family 
spreading the infection among the other mem- 
bers, when all share the same bathroom, has 
been pointed out repeatedly. However, I be- 
lieve that the contagious factor has been some- 
what over-emphasized and in this form of ring- 
worm, as in all other forms, the resistance of 
the individual plays some part in warding off 
infection. Those having a high resistance seem 
to be immune to ringworm of the foot, whereas 
those having a low resistance appear to pick up 
the parasite very readily. The safest rule to 
follow is probably for the other members of 
the family to protect themselves when it is 
known that one or two are troubled with ath- 
lete’s foot. ° 

Some of the common symptoms of the dis- 
order are itching, smarting, scaling of the skin 
between the toes, redness, thickening of the 
skin, and the formation of cracks and fissures. 
The parts under the toes and between the toes 
are the ones chiefly involved. Sometimes, as 
the result of too enthusiastic treatment, or of 
unwise treatment, considerable swelling of the 
toes may result. As a general rule, the condi- 
tion will tend to grow worse rather than bet- 
ter, although I have seen some exceptions to 
this rule, where the affected toes cleared up 
readily without any specific treatment being 
used. The treatment usually employed de- 
pends upon the application of some preparation 
designed to fill the fungi. It must be remem- 
bered that re-infection from stockings and 
shoes is possible and the patient should be in- 
structed to put on clean hose and a different 
pair of shoes. All hose should be boiled, if pos- 
sible, and woolen hose sent to the cleaners. 

Until your feet are completely healed, do not 
go barefoot in a shower or along runways used 
by the public. I have found that local treat- 
ment of the affected area with a strong ultra 
violet ray light will be beneficial in causing 
the formation of clean, healthy skin and also 
in destroying the fungi. You must persevere in 
the treatment, as one small, unhealed patch will 
be enough to start the trouble all over again. 

If you are using a shower where there is a 
of contracting athlete’s foot, stand 
on a thick towel while taking the shower and 
then step out onto a clean newspaper spread 
on the floor. To protect yourself from athlete's 
foot while away from home, wear some type of 
ring
